board be created that will not only 
have power of pardon and parole, but 
also to have control of the penitenti­ 
ary, the reform 
school for boys at 
Boonville and the reform 
school for 
girls at Chillicothe. 
He suggested this board have au­ 
thority to select the penitentiary war­ 
den and the superintendents at the 
reform schools, and it be authorized 
to buy 1,000 acres of ridge land and 
2,000 acres of grass land for a prison 
farm. 
The farm he said should be operated 
by first offenders and it should pro­ 
duce food supply 
for

Mrs. Brow n discussed thh needs and 
cares of children in the charitable in­ 
stitutions, and said: 
“Nothing is more important in the 
institutional life of a child than moral 
development of the people employed 
in the institution. If the employes are 
in sympathy with the methods of the 
institution, a great deal more can be 
accomplished. Every family consider­ 
ing the adoption of a child should be 
carefully investigated.” 
Dr. J. E. Wallin, of St. Louis, in dis­ 
cussing the problem of feeble-minded, 
pointed out that of the 6,000 feeble­ 
minded in Missouri, only 588 are be­ 
ing cared for in the state institution 
at Marshall. 
It is estimated, he said, 
that 1,500 others are improperly in 
other state 
institutions and that at 
least 4,000 are at large, one-half prob­ 
ably being cared for in private homes. 
He declared Missouri had made mea­ 
ger provision for this class and also 
was remiss in that few schools were 
provided for backward children who 
are not feeble-minded.

A variety of good, hard grains is 
essential to s u c c o r with pigeons, and 
g ra ils which an* iii poor condition 
should not be fed.

squabs.

ter than white win u t by many pigeon 
breeders. 
Hood whopt screenings are 
often fed with sucre?ss. as they usu­ 
ally contain a variety of seeds.

and v < ii cli, are son*‘times fed as a 
tonic to breeding birds during the moil­ 
ing period. 
Tile grain may im fed tai Hie floor

the b irls in hoppers, 
ii is not gen­ 
erally considered a«h’isable t«» feed the 
grain ojr. the gnrqud, especially on 
heavy soil wliere .1 may get wet aud 
moldy. Unless tin* fluor is kept cFesjn 
it is better lo feed Hie gmiii iii troughs 
than on tin* floor. T he troughs should 
be made so Hud the pigeons ' ill int 
roost on them and soil the fw d "itll 
their droppings. 
Hoppers arc used with good success 
but may attract rafts in so.no pigeon 
Imusrs. 
They should he fitted "iiIi 
wires or nails a hoi ft two inches apart 
so tli.it tie* j ip< ai"; cannot waste Hid 
feed by Hirdwtng it «>11 f onto the floor. 
lf the grain Is not. fed in hoppers the 
pigeons should be fed twice dally, in 
the morning aud in the afternoon, at 
regular hours, giving from one and 
one half to two quarts of grain at each 
meal to HO pairs of pigeons and add­ 
ing an extra pint if the pigeons have 
many squabs. 
The feeder must regu­ 
late tin* quantity of grain according to 
tim appetite of Hie birds, giving them 
all they will clean up in one to two 
hours.

CMETHOD FAVORED FOR MARKING CHICKENS 


Plan for Marking Chickens. 


Inquiries have been received ask­ 
ing how chickens can be marked so 
as to be able to identify them indi­ 
vidually and also collectively; that Is, 
hens from pullets, etc., Above is an 
illustration which shows the principal 
way of marking poultry. 
Those who keep a very close tab on 
their layers through the use of tho 
trap nest, need to have the birds 
marked as shown at I. A hand made 
of some metal that will bend easily is 
put on the leg. and on the band is a 
number. Tile hand is made in several 
different styles, two of which arn 
shown at 4 and 5. 
When the object is merely to distin­ 
guish between birds of different ages, 
where in a small Hock pullets, year- 
olds. and two-year-olds are allowed to 
run together, the band shown at 2 may 
be used. 
This Is made of celluloid, 


and twists on to the leg. These band*j 
are sold in different colors, and blui 
could be used for the two-year-oh 
birds, red for the yearlings, and so on;! 
the color is immaterial, providing 
bands of the same color are put on 
birds of the same age. 
At 3 is shown a way of marking 
chickens. 
It is used by breeders of 
pedigree stock 
to distinguish bird* 
from different matings, and could also 
he used by the ordinary breeds, though, 
the method is not as plain as using the 
colored bands. 
When the chicks ar# 
moved to the brooder, punch marks as 
shown at the letter A are made, anti 
by this method 16 different matings 
can be identified. The punching must 
be done on the baby chicks. 
The different bands and the to# 
punch can be obtained from any poult 
try supply house.
